Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants assert 102(b) rejection anticipated by 
Topalovski etal. (Arch. Pathol. Lab Med. 123: 1208-1218, December 1999) and Aguilera et al. (Mod. Pathol. 13(6): 599-601, 2000) do not 
diagnose breast cancer, but rather provides a reviews of breast lymphoma previously diagnosed. This is not found persuasive because 
both references disclosures meet the limitations of the claims because breast tissue and appropriate controls were assayed for 
CD43/sialophorin (SEQ ID NO: 1175) and compared and further diagnosis was based on said assay. The diagnosis of breast cancer was 
complete when the higher level of breast cancer was determined. The wherein clauses set forth in the dependent claims read on 
characterizations of the positively recited active steps, determining, comparing and diagnosing. The reference teaching previously 
diagnosed breast lymphoma does not preclude the instant rejections. 
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
